The Brisbane Strikers missed an 
opportunity to cement a place in the 
NSL top six after losing 1-0 to the 
Marconi Stallions at Suncorp Stadium 
last Saturday night. 


Heatwave conditions slowed the tempo of 
the match and it was Marconi and not 
Brisbane who handled the conditions best. 


Socceroo striker Kris Trajonovski rifled 
home a header in the 37" minute to leave 
the Strikers chasing an equaliser for the rest 
of the match. 


But with leading scorer Paul Foster on the 
sidelines with a foot injury the Strikers failed 
to find the net leaving the local crowd 
wondering what their side had to do to secure 
a win. 


Marconi dominated the early running but 
it was Brisbane who stepped up a gear after 
the break. 


With a bit of luck they could have grabbed 
an equaliser but it was not meant to be. 


Coach John Kosmina was philosophical 
after the loss and believed Marconi handled 
the heat better than Brisbane did.
